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The German-Polish border in the neighborhood of Swinemuende has been corrected 
so that the line now runs six kilometers inland from the beach*, embracing the 
children's home at Ahlbeck (N54/121) within Polish territory. The border 
formerly passed through the midst of the caserne area, with the asphalt road 
of the caserne as the line of demarention. The Ahlbeck waterworks** is now 
apparently also on the Polish side of the line. 


In the area which has been acquired by Poland the German Wehrmacht in the last 
years of World War IT constructed underground storercoms, bunkers, and other 
fortified works. Of the underground installations, built in a two~-ktlometer— 
broad stretch along the coast, only a portion has been destroyed. The entire 
woodland has been cut down. The so-called neval gunnery school, which hes been 
occupied by Polish naval guards, is intect. Russian sailors are to replece 
the Poles in the eccuprtion of this installation. The former caserne buildings 
have been demolished.
